1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species: 

Embodiment I: decomposition support portion includes an oxygen gas 
supply portion; 

Embodiment II: decomposition support portion includes a heating portion. 

The species are independent or distinct because one portion comprises 
an oxygen supply while the other includes a heating portion, the two being 
materially different modes for decomposition. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1 , 14 and 15 are 
generic.
